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Tirr. Hanks, thkih Povvi.ks. ani» Piiu-j-ects.— 
We said 3'e?ter<lay that it woul i not only be safe 
and politic for the liankc, while in suspension, to in- 
crease their loans to the extent necessary to tike 
our abundant crops to market, but that such a course 
is essential to their own strength and future securi- 
ty. This cannot be doubted by any one who has 
olrserred closely and without prejudice the present 
condition of the banks and their dependence upon 
their present debtors. On the first of July last, the 
immediate lia'-ilities of the banks of the State were, 
in rounl numbers, twelve millions in circulation 
and three millions in deposit*, in all fifteen millions 
of dollars. Their means of piyment were some four 
millions in coin and nineteen and a half millions of 
loins. Since that time they have redeemed some 
three or four millions of these liabilities and have, of 
cjur:e, related their means to that extent, and we 
suppose their accounts Mould now stand about thus: 
coin three and a half millions and loans some six- 
teen millions. If they have reduced their immedi- 
ate liabilities four millions, they now owe in circu- 
lation and deposit* eleven millions and have their 
coin acd debts with which to meet it. How are 
liabilities of the banks to be paid, 
• they pay specie or suspend? Is there any 
mode of payment except by the realization 
of our crops? The banks cannot possibly long con- 
specie payments unless they can realize 
their debtors the proceeds of these crops, 
I they cannot, in their present condi- 
to take the crop 





is the inevitable consequence, the inev- 
nsequence of the pres- 
spjcie payments must be a 
suspension of indefi :ite dura- 
tion. The consequence follows the cause with logi- 
cal precision. The banks cannot pay their liabili- 
ties unless they can collect their debts. The only 
means of payment by the debtors are the crops. The 
crops can only be realized if taken to market. They 
be taken to market, in any available time, 
; by bank facilities. The l«mks cannot grant 
these facilities and maintain specie payments, and 
we have a suspension as the final, inevitable result. 
The banks have then only to decide between a sus- 
now from sound policy and a suspension 
I or exhaustion. They can- 
not evade it. Suspend they must and -M sooner or 
later. They may postpone the catastrophe for a 
little while. They may maintain their present posi- 
tion, which is, at best, one of quasi suspension, for 
thirty days, perhaps for sixty days, or possibly, by 
bankrupting a whole people, for ninety days, but, 
after that, the deluge! At the end of that period 
they will find themselves exhausted of all imme- 
diate means with which to pay depositor* and re- 
deem circulation and ready to surrender at the first 
summons. What will then be their future prospectr 
Exhausted of specie, of exchange, of all cash means, 
with nothing in their portfolios but the notes and bills 
of merchants and traders unable to pay, how and 
when can they hope to resume? If, however, they 
suspend now, as suspend they should, to shield the 
community an 1 themselves from threatened disas- 
ter, a resumption at an early day will not only he 
practicable but easy. If they delay — if they su- 
pinely or doggedly fold their arms and await the 
destined moment when they can pay no longer — if 
they impoverish themselves by feeding brokers from 
rival communities or the agents of foreign banks 
with gold and Xew York exchange, meanwhile op- 
pressing onr own people, and finally go down, as go 
d jwn tbey will, they will fall with the execrations 
ani anathemas of an outraged and ruined communi- 
'. riaging in their etxs. They will, when too late, 
bitterly realize and lament the folly, the madnt-- of 
their course. With charters forfeited, with reputa- 
tion lost, how could they approach the representa- 
tives of the people and ask for legal protection. 
With tne blood of a murdered commerce and agri- 
culture staining their bands, could they expect sym- 
j or *bk legislative aid? If. however, they 
-n*n<l now. in •cevrdaoee w*fc the public opinion, 



the be-t interests of the State and of themselves, 
they ueed not fear the representatives of the people. 
In that event, the Legislature, recognizing the pro- 
priety and wisdom of their conduct, will not proba- 
bly take from them a single chartered privilege, but 
will at once restore every legal right. L?t those 
who control the banks and represent the stockhold- 
ers — some of whom seem to regard nothing else — 
remember that, rcheilier tltey ttispznd or not, tbey are 
within legislative reach. We know of ne "restric- 
tion," that has any intelligent or influential advo- 
cates, that the Legislature may not legally impose, 
whether the charters of the banks be forfeited or 
not. II the banks persist in the attempt to main- 
tain specie payments in defiance of the almost uni- 
versal opinion of the intelligence of the State, if 
any pride of position or of opinion be allowed to 
sway bank directors, to the vast injury of the peo- 
ple, they cannot expect to escape the full force of 
legislative restriction, but will have good reason to 
apprehend r.ither the full force of legislative action 
prompted by popular indignation. 

Bank ScsrHssiox.— It i3 a known law of cur- 
rency that when two mediums come in contact, a 
good and a bad one, the latter always expels the 
former from circulation. Whilst the good is hoard- 
ed, every man's self-interest induces him to get rid 
of the bad, which is thus kept in rapid circula- 
tion. Our mcrchiints are willing to make collec- 
tions in the notes of the suspended banks of adjoin- 
ing States. Our retailers and workmen will gladly 
receive such currency. Thus our city and State 
will become flooded with it, and it will constitute 
our chief circulation whilst our banks continue to 
pay specie. Even if our banks should be able to 
carry out their rash experiment of non-suspension, 
they cannot achieve the merit of securing us a 
sound currency. There is, however, no reasonable 
chance for the success of their experiment. Men of 
the intelligence and experience of our bank officers 
ought to need no other proof of this than the notori- 
ous fact that a premium of five per cent, is freely 
given for specie. According to the inexoralde law 
of trade, even a smaller premium than this will 
unquestionably soon draw the specie from our banks 
down to the point of inevitable suspension. Xor is 
that point a very low *>ne. A drain to the amount 
of enly one million will make our banks heed the 
v.aruirjg aud abaxuou tueir exj>eriment. 

If the want of capital in the hands of the brokers, 
egg-barricades, or other causes should keep off this 
very moderate drain fr m our banks until the period 
proposed for a general resumption next spring, 
the banks of all the adjoining States will seek to 
supply themselves with specie in preparing for re- 
sumption. Then there will l>e no lack of capital to 
gather up and send in any amount of the notes of 
our bank- forthe specie. The inevitable result will 
be that our banks will have to suspend with empty 
vaults at the very time that all the other banks in 
the country are resuming specie payments. Should 
such a result take place, w hat an immortal wreath 
of glory will our banks have earned as the reward 
of their prescience and financial sagacity. In the 
opinion of som^ of our soundest thinkers, such a 
result can only be avoided by a rigorous, unrelax- 
ing application of the screw to a point of excruci- 
ating contraction that will break the majority of 
all our traders. Will the}- stand the process? Will 
they not keep each ether in countenance and unan- 
imously agree, solvent and insolvent, that they 
themselves will suspend? In such a state of things, 
protests and discredit at bank become a mere idle 
bug-liear. The banks need the merchants more than 
the merchants need the banks. Their need is mu- 
tual; their interests are mutual to a great extent, 
and^ this the banks should never overlook, for, if 
they do, they neglect their own interest. 

Specie payments in Indiana and Illinois are known 
to be a mere sham. In Ohio it is believed to be a 
little better, but the amount of circulation there is 
so small as not to affect materially the aspect of the 
general question. Two or three of the banks in 
New Orleans still hold ont, but the better opinion 
seems to be that this will uot last a week longer. 
Our banks will then have achieved for themselves 
the honor, such as it is, of being the last to surren- 
der. Let them be content with that. It will be 
all that the people of Kentucky will ask. After 
that everybody will be convinced that suspension 
will not be exclusively for their own sakes, but 
from an enlightened view of the general public 
good. As the controllers of our monetary affairs 
and thereby of our commerce, all that public senti- 
ment demands of them is, that, whilst they do not 
unnecessarily cripple our commerce, they shall keep 
our currency equal to that of the most prosperous 
States of the Union. In attempting to go beyond 
that our bank officers are attempting to exceed 
their duty without any perceivable benefit to their 
banks, and most certainly for no benefit to the 
State. Will not such conduct, if persevered in, sub- 
ject those officers to the public suspicion of an un- 
due degree of confidence in their own wisdom, of a 
self ascription of wisdom beyond that of all the 
other bank officers of the Union? The proof of 
such Fuperior wisdom may be proudly desired by 
them, but there is vastly too much of public weal 
involved in their rash experiment. The State can't 
affjrd to stand the hazard of the issue.

FROM KANSAS. 

Qcixdaro, Kansas, Oct. 22. 

An injunction from Judge Cato to Gov. Walker 
and Stanton, commanding them to give certificates 
of election to the members that were elected by fraud 
in Johnson county, was served day before yesterday 
by a deputy sheriff at Stanton's residence, near the 
old camp, about two miles east of Lecompton. Gov. 
Walker is staving out there with Stanton, partly be- 
cause he is not well and partly because he is afraid 
to stay in Lecompton. 

Major Sherman, who is in command of the troops 
that have been quartered near Lawrence, has receiv- 
ed orders from the Governor to remove with his 
whole command to Lecompton at once. 

The following is a copy of Judge Cato's injunc- 
tion: 

TERRITORY OK KANSAS.

Though oc- 
cvpving lefs than a cubic foot ia space, and heated 
onlv bv fcas. the power developed defies the strength 
of a single man. It is employed in pumping, and 
raises three hogsheads per hour to an elevation of 
five feet. This pattern is called a "domestic en- 
gine." lieing adapted to perform a great variety of 
woik ordinarily done by hand and with a surprising 
«:e_r— of economy. 

StUI another caloric engioe is h>catea on one of the 
piers or the North River, and is designed for ships' 
use. In this capacity it promises to accomplish im- 
portant results: for our tine large packets and sailing 
ship-. Iieing unable to carry steam engines, are mi- 
sapplied with tbe Worthington pump, and, there- 
fore, have wholly to rely on manual lal>or in ridding 
the ihip of water in ca»e of leak or other exigency. 
The cal jric engine may be placed in the corner of 
tbe (ook's gallery, almost unobserved, and may be 
put in operation in fifteen or twenty minutes, sa\ ir.g 
tie laiw of an entire crew. There being no po«i- 
hilirv of explosion, or rather disaster, the ox.k i- 
amply qualified to officiate as engineer if desired 
The "'Hiaition of the engine is a matter of the least 
consequence, as it requires little beside air and can 
rui' i.-> 'he foretop or unper deck equalh - we!L 

In addition to ihe iibore, a bea^tifal &te*D yacht 
has i^a pl»in^ aix.ut the harbor for tiie last te:i 
weeks, and i> often seen running uctoss from Stateu 
I iu:d to l/ong Island, &c, projsclltd solely by ca- 
loric. " This boat i» tifty fett in length, with an eight- 
feet paddle wheel, which woik> about thirty turns 
per minute, givii»g a speed equal to eight or nite 
kr.ot* a:; hour. The engine is controlled by anv 
one v ho happens to belong to the party on Ijocid. 
The fuel is ei lier coal or w< od. Small oak wood 
has generally been ustd, *a»ed into eight-inch 
length.*, and, incr* dible as it may seem, oniy one 
cord has been used during the last six weeks, though 
the l*>*t has been run more or less every da;- ! Even 
after the fires are wholly extinguished, sufficient 
heat is retained in the metal of the eugine (if it has 
l<een thorougblv warmed and is in good running or- 
der) to propel tbe boat at least two miles. The 
spac. occupied by the engine of this boat is not 
larger thnn the boiler which the same boat would 
require if propehed by steam.

They display the tiophies 
of no 'less than sixteen memorable achievements, 
of which each of them l>oasr*; and whether they 
exaggeiate the importance and recklessness f.f these 
from a love of 1> aa'im: we wiU not Ktop to inqnlra. 

The leader of this trie Is Ptll Stan a •, alias Phil 
Sindford. who prides himself upon being one of the 
mat! an fdl vifl i is in christeinloui. He was born 
\m lvur'a.d and is over thirtv-rwo years old. His 
manner is aitaole anu quiet: yet he is a vary devil 
in hardihood, ani gifted with' almost unpiralleled 
finesse. He has the eve of a lynx, the subtlety of a 
cat. the qukk decision of a consummate general, 
and a force of execution which sets all obstacles at 
defiance. 

He ti-st become known on this continent in the 
city of Hnffalo, where in a single night he commit- 
ted three nur^laries. He was arrested for the crime, 
i i cviivicted, and sentenced to nine years and 
nine month-.' imprisonment. Unfortunately, his 
sentence was soon after c. nimuttd, and. true to his 
instin cts, he hastened to deserve another. 

This fellow is aristocratic in Ids trade. He enter- 
tains a Matty contempt for small rascalities, and 
aspires to great projects and achievements. 8 ca iB» 
ly had he got out of prison, w hen he planned a grand 
enterprise against the Milton P>ank of Dammwtaf] 
and one Ike morning thai institution missed $32,000. 
Having succeeded iu this great project, he carried 
on his operations h Albany, Rochester. Baffin, and 
S; ringfield; sometimes alone, sometimes with his 
associates. Hut iu Buffalo the bird was caged the 
second time; the grand jury found a tme bill of in- 
dictmest, :>.r.d he -.vas sentenced to the Auburn prison 
tor another peiiod cf nine years and nine months. 

In the meantime Phil bad married the w idow of a 
Jew, who kept an obscure hotel in the city of Alba- 
ny. When he foun I himself a second time under 
tiie restraint of iron bars and heavy locks he set his 
ganinj to work to devise the means of recovering 
his liberty. He drew up a petition to the Governor 
of the State for his pardon, signed by all the eni- 
I ployeesof the pri.-on, and, having counterfeited the 
signature of the Judge, sent it on to Governor Sey- 
mour. His excellency was ensnared by the trick; 
he promptly sent an order for his release; an 1 in a 
few days Phil found himself outside the prison walls. 
I The iraud was afterwards discovered, aud officers 
I were dispatched to find the criminal, and after a long 
and fruitless search they listened to the proposals 
of his wife, who agreed to discover hi« whereabouts 
upon certain conditions. The bargain being consum- 
atcd, Phil goLort' with two years and six months 
confinement. This inadequate punishment only 
whetted his instincts, and gave him new faith in his 
lucky star; and be ■'oon robbed the Windham Coun- 
tv Bank of $23,000. He next turned his thoughts 
uporr Canada, and went to Montreal, where he com- 
mitted many robberies with impunity — among oth- 
ers, one of a thousand dollars from the office of the 
Grand Trunk Railroad. A police officer, getting a 
clue to his proceedings, tracked him to Buffalo, 
where he succeeded ia capturing him. He was 
locked up for two or three nioaths, and let off for 
want of sufficient evidence. 

After getting rid of this annoyance thus fortu- 
nately, he went to New \ ork, w" here hi* wife was 
then living. Scaicely had he stepped out of the 
cars when this adorable creature demanded a fur I 
mantilla. Could he refuse such a request to a lov- 
ing angel who had turned aside the poisoned arrows | 
of justice aimed at his devoted head? The thing 1 
was not to be thought of ; though Phil had not the 
funds, be assured he was not the man to spoil his 
dignitv by pilfering so petty a thing.

"So it has often happened," philosophically re- 
marked poor Phil on his way to the Toombs, "these 
cursed baubles of women have often ruined great 
men." But he did not content himself merely with 
giving utterance to the maxims of wisdom, but, 
w hile on his way to that venerable penal institution,
